Storm effects i inc diocese 


~ Snow strands priests, halts ‘Masses

The weekend storms which brought snow and 
rain to so many parts of the diocese stranded 
priests and parishioners in several areas. And 
the change back to Daylight Saving Time also 
found churches unusually empty for early 
Masses last Sunday. 

Aptly named Our Lady of the Snows parish, at 
Wrightwood in San Bernardino county, had three 
feet of snow on the ground Sunday, and more 
expected. Father Howard Garrity told the 
Southern Cross it was an unusually heavy fall, 
trapping people in their homes and.cars unable. 
to move. 


“OUR MASS attendance was one-tenth of 
normal,” he said. It was the first real snow of the 
year in a snow resort area where usually skiers 
come in large numbers, but not to church; ac- 
cording to Father Garrity. 

Pastor of St. Anne in the Mountains, Running 
Springs, Father William Flaherty, was stranded 
in San Bernardino, 15 miles away, because the 
road back to his parish was impassable. 

The snow was four feet deep around the church 
on Sunday and further falls were forecast. The 
fact that Masses had to be cancelled had little 
effect because parishioners could not get to 
church, even on foot. 


‘“‘WE NEVER SAW so much snow ) up here,”’ 
said Father Tullio Andreatta, pastor, Our Lady 
of the Lake in Lake Arrowhead. “There is five 
feet of snow and up to eight feet in the drifts. I 
couldn’t get out of the house at first.”’ 

No one came to the Saturday evening Mass, he 
said or to the Sunday Masses, except one man 
who walked to the noon Mass. Father Andreatta 
said the parish three-ton truck was completely 
covered by the snow and for a while he couldn’t 
find it. 

In Barstow, where unusual snow hit the high 
desert city, Father Raymond Kirk, pastor, said 
he had been caught in San Bernardino and could 
not travel through the Cajon Pass until Sunday. 
His associate, Father Frank Ponce was still 


stranded and could not get back for the Sunday 
Masses. 


“WHAT WITH THE storm and the change of 
the clocks, we had a very small attendance at the 
7 a.m. and 9 a.m. Masses,’’.said Father Kirk. 
‘“‘Also the snow has caused the roof to leak so 
we’ve been busy on a mopping up operation.” 

To the east of the diocese and on the border 
with Colorado, Father William Valverde 
reported no snow in the Needles valley where his 
church of St. Ann, is situated. ‘‘But all the 
mountains around are covered,”’ he said. 


ONE GOOD RESULT of the time change for 
Needles, he said, is that it brings them in line 
with Arizona time — which has opted for Pacific 
time — instead of thé usual hour difference. 

“In the past we have always had to check on 
the difference in time across the state border 
because people attend from both sides.” 

Where the name suggests snow — Eagle 
Mountain — there was no snow. Father Anthony 
Rodrique, pastor of St. Augustine parish there, 
said they do not get snow, but he was caught by 
the storm. 

“I was visiting in my previous parish at 
Barstow and was snowed in on Friday night,’ he 
said. He managed to get back to his parish in 
time for the Sunday Masses. 


AT DESCANSO, about 35 miles east of San 
Diego and near to Cuyamaca and Mt. Laguna 
resorts, many visitors found conditions over the 
weekend treacherous — some had to leave their 
cars stranded. 

The immediate surroundings of the church, 
Our Lady of Light, were not affected too severely 
by the snow, but further east and north heavy 
snowfalls caught many out-from-San-Diego-to- 
see-the-snow visitors without sufficient 
preparedness to deal with conditions. 


VICTORVILLE, hit by most unusual severity 
of snowfall, found Mass attendance well below 
normal. Father Donald Casey, associate pastor, 
said the only Mass attendance anywhere near 
normal was at noon. 

He said the school would be closed Monday, 
along with public schools, though the snow was 
melting rapidly. At one time about five feet of 
snow surrounded the rectory.

“The vicars will share and collaborate with the 
bishop in his responsibility and authority,” 
explained Father John T. Quinn, assistant 
chancellor. 

Their appointments, he said, come at an op- 
portune time because of the fuel crisis and will 
enable pastors and parishioners to have more 
direct contact with the bishop’s representatives. 


“VICARS DO NOT diminish the office of vicar 
general, which remains the most important 
office next to the bishop,” Father Quinn said. 
Msgr. John Purcell of Coronado is vicar general 
and the diocese’s second highest ranking prelate. 

The vicars will serve a three-year term, and 
their functions are specified by Vatican 
regulations. For example, they- may not ad- 
minister confirmation without special per- 
mission, but may automatically perform some 
designated functions. 

“The vicars,”’ said Father Quinn, “possess the 
same powers as the chancellor in granting 
faculties for priests and religious and in granting 
matrimonial dispensations. 


“THEY ACT AS spokesmen for the diocese and 
bishop in their territorial jurisdictions. They 
have administrative and judicial authority in 
regard to religious. © 

“Their appointments will promote de- 

. centralization of authority and enhance the 
unity of the diocese. The bishop, assisted by the 
vicars, will exercise pastoral government of the 
diocese more effectively.” 

He noted that vicars have been recommended 
by Vatican II and that many have been ap- 
pointed in dioceses around the country in place of 
auxiliary or coadjutor bishops.

Zero population horrors 


As January 22 comes around, with the reminder that our 
society, through the United States Supreme Court, 
condoned the modern ‘‘murder of the innocents’’ by its 
pro-abortion decision, we can wonder how many years it 
will take for the nation to realize the dangers. 


For zero population growth means the death of any 
nation eventually. Recently | referred to Japan and its 
growing problems of fewer young persons to support the 
economy. 


Then—on Christmas day of all days—came the news of 
Bulgaria, which had only 11,000 babies born in 1972. With 
an official population of 8,600,000, the growth rate is less 
than one-eighth of one per cent. And it’s mainly due to 
abortions. 


But the communist government there realized its 
mistake and now offers all kinds of incentives to bring 
children into the world, running as high as $515 for the 
third child— about half the annual wage in*Bulgaria. There 
are monthly allowances for children, subsidized children’s 
clothing, and new, stricter abortion laws, permitting them 
only for women who have borne at least two children. 


Pay for mothers 
There were 128,000 abortions in Bulgaria in 1972 and 


now, to encourage more births, the government gives a 


pregnant working mother full pay for eight months and 
partial pay for another six. She can also stay away from her 
job for three years after the birth without losing pension 
rights or salary level. 


If the zero population growth people have their way in 
the United States we know what to expect decades from 
now, if not sooner. In practical terms—leaving aside the 
moral implications—any nation is courting disaster with 
zero population growth.

I read your article on 
priest’s pay (SC Dec. 20) — 
that priests in the San Diego 
diocese receive a salary of 
$7,231 per year. 

This is really a surprise for 
me, because our parish 
priest’s (St. Paul church) 
monthly financial statement 
shows that all he gets per 
month (when collection 
allows it) is $275 salary plus 
$100 car allowance, which is 
a total of $375 per month. 
This multiplied by 12 months 
is only a total of $4,500 per 
year. 

_ Is this because our parish 
being so small the pastor 
cannot take his full salary or

salaries? I am very con- 
cerned about this as our 
pastor does not have any 
‘help running his household 
and cannot afford any

A conspiracy of compassion 


As women will, we were talking 
about...resolutions which never reach 
maturity, intentions somehow not realized 


_and the more or less vague promptings 


that direct us to one action or another. 


Sometimes an unsought and undefined 
reluctance inhibits our promises from 
fulfilment. Sometimes a whole way of life 
may be formulated on one impulsive 
decision. Often we do not question what 
we do, or try to discern its wisdom or 
foolishness. 


| WAS THINKING, as we talked, of my 
father and how, from early childhood the 
Sisters at our parochial school constantly 
pressed me to pray for his conversion. 
~In those days, the question of salvation 
outside the Catholic Church had not even 
been elevated to the status of 
controversy--at least not in our small 
town. Apparently, none of. the good 
Sisters doubted that my _ father’s 
Protestantism would lead him directly to 
perdition. 

My ‘‘Yes, Sister,’’ carried all the 
resolution and will of a_ dutiful, 
convent-bred girl, but later a strange 
feeling of unease caused that confidence 
to falter. 


THERE WAS NO denying that my 
paternal parent’s way of life bore no 
resemblance to the path of salvation as | 
knew it. His religious affiliation--when 
indeed, he claimed one at all--varied with 
his audience and ran the gamut of all 
existing Christian denominations. 


In conversation with an Episcopalian he 
claimed to be Methodist. To a Pres- 
byterian, he becamé Baptist, and the poor 
Jehovah’s Witness, who afforded him 
immoderate amusement, was treated to a 
solemn account of his initiation into a 
‘Bush Baptist’’ sect, little known outside 
the Amazon and Africa. 

His Sunday mornings were classics in 
the pursuit of the art of leisure, and no 
thought of attending Mass, or any other 
church service, was seen to cloud his 
brow. 

He was regrettably irreverent of the 
local priests and lay ‘‘pillars of the 
church,’’ and did not scruple to relish 
steak on Fridays. He neither went to 
confession nor communion and it must 
have been obvious to all that. his life 
constituted an endless catalogue of 
transgression. 


BUT MY DILIGENT attendance at 
catechism classes was already paying 
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dividends. | knew that one must be fully 
aware of-sin to be culpable, and it was only 
too evident that my father was blissfully 
unaware of his peccability. Of course, 
once he converted to Catholicism, all that 
would change! 


The thought of his blitheness crushed 
by the intolerable burden of so many 
mortal sins was too much for my resolve. 
Swamped with compassion, | knew there 
was no way that | could bring myself to 
pray for such an eventuality. 


“I’m sorry,’’ the child | was addressed 
God in one of the frequent conversations 
she had not yet learned to recognize as 
prayer, ‘‘but | can’t.do that to him. You 
will just have to accept him as he is.’ 


AND ENTERTAINING no doubt 
whatsoever of divine concession, | 
believed that a conspiracy had been 
enjoined, to allow my father to enter the 
Kingdom of God in his own way. 


Through all the years to follow, | did not 
specifically. pray for his conversion, 
although | prayed: for him always, and 
relinquished him to Christ at every 
sacrifice of the Mass. 


When, two days after last Christmas. 


Day, my father died, still a Christian of 


. indeterminate denomination, | wondered 


fleetingly about the wisdom of adult 
fidelity to a childhood decision. Had _ it 
after all been merely foolishness--childish 
ignorance? 


YET | FELT no regret, only a kind of 
awe and sense of exultation, for he would 
have stumbled so humbly, unknowing, 
into that waiting embrace of love and 
overwhelming forgiveness! Into that 
incredible joy! 

True, he would be shamed and 
devastated, as all of us. must be, 


encountering the unbelievable faith-. 


fulness of God, but he was one of the 
children of the Kingdom and would find 
his Father gentle and compassionate. 


Whether the prayer | might have 
offered, but would not, could have eased 
or changed his way, who can_ say? 
Certainly it would not alter God's will for 
him. 


AND IF THE child still residual in me 
should hug herself with glee that her 
father did indeed enter the Kingdom in his 
own way, who can judge her foolish or 
wise? Only God knows. 

And so he should. After all, he was a 
partner in the conspiracy.

Cardinal Pignedoli is currently the 
cardinal president of the Secretariat for 
Non-Christians. In the past he has been 
Auxiliary Bishop to the Cardinal 


Archbishop of Milan, who is now Pope - 


Paul VI; Apostolic Delegate to West 
Africa; Apostolic Nuncio to Bolivia; 
Apostolic Delegate to Canada; and 
president of the Sacred Congregation for 
the Evangelization of Peoples. He is one of 
the most knowledgeable men in the world 
on human affairs. He has travelled more 
extensively than any other churchman in 
modern times. Those close to the Vatican 
say he is one of the most, if not the most, 
qualified statesman and administrator in 
the diplomatic corps. As a hobby, Cardinal 
Pignedoli keeps up a_ continuous 
correspondence with more than 4,000 
young people in countries throughout the 
world. 


TITLE: Diocesan Synod and Catechetics 


SYNOPSIS: Cardinal Sergio Pignedoli will 
be the principal concelebrant of the 
Diocesan Pastoral Congress Mass at 4:15 
p.m. on Saturday, Feb. 23.- During that 
Mass, he will deliver a brief homily on the 
topic of the Synod and Catechesis at the 
request of Bishop Maher. In this homily 
we look forward to sharing his insights 
into how a Synod in the diocese can be a 
form -of catechesis--or religious ed- 
ucation--for setting the ‘‘faith in motion’’ 
for the people of our diocese.

Bishop Arzube is the Auxiliary Bishop of

TITLE OF GENERAL ASSEMBLY: 
Intergration,Not Assimilation 


SYNOPSIS: San Diego was founded by 
Spanish-speaking Catholics. However, in 
recent periods, the city and the Church 
have not fully availed themselves of this 
heritage, thus forfeiting the contribution 
of the Spanish-speaking. 


The Church is responsible to advance the 
development of man; therefore, the 
Church is charged with seeking the 
liberation of the full potential contribution 
of the Spanish-speaking, so that they 
might totally participate in society.

TITLE: The Church: A Faith Community: 
A People in Motion 


SYNOPSIS: Probably one of the most 
burning questions in theological circles 
today is just what is the Church? It has 
been described as an _ institution, a 
kingdom, a community, the people of God, 
the Mystical Body, and-even a 
corporation. 


In his address to the General Assembly of 
Congress participants, Father McBrien 
will consider the Church as a community 
of believers whose faith experience moves 
in the context of the many facets of a 
theology of the Church.

[General Assembly #3 Sunday, 8:30 a.m.] 
Dick and Cindy live in St. Mel’s parish in 
Woodland Hills, California.

TITLE: The Sacrament ot Marriage in the 


Family and for the Church 


SYNOPSIS: This General Assembly 
address will appropriately employ the 
talents of a married couple in dialogue 
with each other and with a priest. They 
will consider the Sacrament of Marriage 
as a sacrament of themselves rather than 
some ‘‘thing’’ added on to them. The 
message concerns how they share their 
sacramental life with each other, and how 
married couples can share their 
sacramental life with each other and in 
their families, and then how they. can 
share that sacrament with the believing 
community. 


In dialogue with Father Colleran, the 
Pardis share how the Sacrament of 
Marriage relates to the Sacrament of 
Orders and vice-versa.

Mr. Reedy is director of all religious ed- 
ucation projects for Wm.

He has anM.A. in education from 
Fordham University, has done graduate 
studies at Notre Dame University, and 
studied for the permanent diaconate 
program for two years at St. Joseph’s 
Seminary, Dunwoodie, New York. He has 
published 18 texts in elementary and 
secondary religious education, numerous 
magazine articles on catechetics, and two 
professional texts in religious education. 
He has been keynoter at numerous 
diocesan. catechetical congresses, re- 
presentative of U.S. bishops’ conference 
to the Catechetical Conference in Rome in 
1971, and lecturer in the pastoral renewal 
program for the Archdiocese of New York.

Archdiocese of Los Angeles. She has been 
a full time teacher of deaf children for four 
years in Oakland, and a supervisor of the 
Los Angeles deaf catechetical program for 


five years, including giving teacher-train- 
ing courses and various work with deaf 
teen-agers and adults, with emphasis on 
good liturgy. 


TITLE: Is the Church visible to tHe Deaf 
Community? (6-B) 

SYNOPSIS: An historical sketch of the 
sociological position of deaf persons from 
the pre-Christian era to the present. The 
role of the Catholic Church toward the 
audio-handicapped with emphasis on its 
work in the U.S. during the 19th and 20th 
centuries. Philosophy of religious 
education for the hearing-impaired child, 
teenager and adult, and to what extent has 
it been practically applied in the U.S. and 
in San Diego.

In January, 1967, at the recommendation 
of the U.S. Bishops, Bishop O’Meara-then 
monsignor-was appointed by the Holy See 
as national director of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith, suceeding 
Bishop Fulton J. Sheen. He was one of the 
24 mission experts from around the world 
on the Sacred Congregation for the 
Propagation of the Faith in 1968. 


The history of his official positions in 
missions work extends back to at least 
1956, when he was assistant national 
director of the society. He is presently a 
mempber of the Supreme Council, Sacred 
Congregation for the Evangelization of 
Peoples.

He 
will attempt to explain the rather simple 
apparatus used to channel funds into the 
mission world, explaining also the list of 
priorities according to which the charity is 
diffused. He will cite numerous examples 
of need and how the Church was able to 
meet them under severe crisis situations.

Question: 

I read in the Southern Cross that there 
are 270 extraordinary ministers of the 
Eucharist in this diocese. Our church 
doesn’t have any. Should we? 


There are times when extraordinary 
ministers of Communion are needed — 


faithful has been so great that one 
minister could not distribute com- 
munion to all present without creating 
a disproportion between the length of 
the communion rite and the rest of the 
celebration.”’ Another reason could be 
that the priest is unable to bring the 


ee 8 Eucharist to the sick and the elderly. 
The parish priests and, ideally, the 


parish worship committee should 
establish whether such needs exist. If 
they do, the procedure is outlined by 
the Bishops’ Committee on the 
Liturgy: 

‘‘When the persons to be designated 
have been selected, their names are 
submitted to the local bishop for his 
approval. It is appropriate that this be 
done through the diocesan liturgical 
commission. 


for example; when ‘‘the number of the © 
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dicate the reasons for the need as well 
as the names of the qualified persons 
selected to fill it The pastor 
receives, ordinarily through the 
diocesan liturgical commission, a 
written designation or appointment of 
special ministers of communion. 

‘“‘This designation or appointment is 
not transferable. Replacing or 
acquiring additional lay ministers 
requires that the new names be sub- 
mitted for the bishop’s approval.”’ 

If the appropriate norms are 
followed, there will bé no danger that 
the role of the extraordinary minister 
will be confused or identified with that 
of a priest or permanent deacon. The 
Committee also recommends that the 
lay ministers “should be dressed 
neatly in a way consonant with the 
dignity of their functional role” (e.g., 
coat and tie for a layman). 


Question: 
Is it true that children born out of 
wedlock are not permitted to become 
priests? 

An illegitimate child can later 
become a priest, but a dispensation 
must be obtained from the proper 


ecclesiastical authority. If this were 
not done, the ordination would still be 
valid. 

The natural objection arises: Why 
blame the child? The root of the law 
goes back to those unenlightened days 
when an illegitimate person was such 
an object of scorn and derision that he 
would not be able to act effectively in 
the public office of priesthood. 


Question: 

At Mass can the priest make up his own 
collect, prayer over the offerings and 
post-Communion prayer? 


These prayers in the Sacramentary 
(and missalette) can be used or can 
serve as models. Priest-celebrants are 
encouraged to use their creativity — 
for example, to adapt them (or com- 
pose new ones) for special occasions, to 
fit the theme of the day, etc. 

For this to be effective, however, it is 
most important that they be composed 
prior to the celebration. ‘‘On the spot’’ 
improvisation may well lead ‘to in- 
terminable, vague rambling. If the 


priest can’t do better than what is - 


already in the book, then he should 
stay with the Sacramentary.

Talking Point 


ls action without prayer enough today? 


Striking a balance between the growing search for 
a transcendent spirituality and the ‘continuing 
impetus for involvement in sacial action programs is 
becoming a major preoccupation of religion today. 


Religious leaders are seeking an accommodation 
that will enable church people to use their energies, 
talents and knowledge in the development of a richer 
and more fruitful awareness of God and at the same 


_ time generate a genuine, charitable response to the 
temporal needs of society. 


THE CIVIL RIGHTS and peace movements, 
among others, spurred a thrust toward social action 
causes by many in religion. But in recent years, 
movemerts stressing spiritual renewal and 
evangelism have come to the fore, displacing to 
some extent religious social activism. 


Now, there are calls from various quarters to draw . 


the two thrusts together--to form a synthesis, to 
stress the duality of loving God and neighbor, to be 
“in the world’’ but not ‘‘of the world.’’ 

_ The growing call for a ‘‘balance’’ between the 
social and the spiritual ministries was echoed by 
Pope Paul in a warning to Christians against selling 
short the power of their faith when it comes to 
solving social questions. 

‘IF WE CHRISTIANS had understood the Gospel 
of love, its law, its necessity, its fruitfulness, we 
would not fall prey to the doubt that Christianity, our 
faith, is incapable of solving social problems in 
justice and peace,’’ he said. 


He asserted that. without faith and spiritual 
purpose the solution of social problems can become, 
in the end, ‘‘anti-social and inhuman.’’ 


(In the San Diego diocese, a Diocesan Christian 
Awareness Committee has been formed and similar 
committees are being set up on the parish level. An 
aim of the committees is to keep legislators informed 
on Catholic thinking concerning vital social and 
moral issues.) 


Recently a Methodist missionary leader from 
Australia, Dr. Alan Walker, put the question in 
perspective when he addressed a convocation at the 
United Methodist School of Theology, Claremont, 
Calif. 

HE CONTENDED THAT ‘the polarization of 
evangelism on the one side and social action on the 
other is weakening the witness of Christianity in the 
world.’” He warned against exclusive acceptance of 
either. 


“Personal evangelism which does not create a 
social conscience is irrelevant in today’s world. 
Social action which has lost touch with an 
evangelical base...is vainly beating the air,’’ he 
said. ‘‘The need is for a whole Gospel for the whole 
man set in a whole society.’’ 


Similarly, Dr. A Dale Fiers, retiring chief 
executive of the Christian Church (Disciples of 
Christ) stressed in his final State of the Church 
address that a healthy balance between the social 
ministry and spiritual experience must be 
maintained. 


NOTING THAT ‘‘the fires of evangelism and 
spiritual renewal burn more brightly today than at 
any time in recent years,’’ Dr. Fiers said there is 
strong pressure being placed on all Churches to 
‘‘retreat from the field of social application of the

Gospel and turn toward privatism in religious 
experience and to sectarianism in...practice.’’ But 
he urged that a ‘‘balance between these concerns’’ 
be maintained. r 

Grant Maxwell, co-director of the Social Action 
Department of the Canadian Catholic Bishops’ 
Conference, Ottawa, spoke to the question in a 
recent interview with the Catholic Register of 
Toronto. 


HE SAID MANY Christians are beginning to 
realize, ‘‘if only dimly,’’ that one of the most 
challenging tasks facing them today is that of 
combining personal spirituality with social 
commitment.” 

A clear ‘‘challenge’’ facing the modern Christian 
is one of ‘‘repentance’’ and learning to read the 
signs of the times —’‘to discover what the Holy Spirit 
is .saying in events, trends, aspirations and 
expressions of people,’’ he said. 

“We need the light of the Gospel. Social action is 
nothing unless it has Gospel roots. We have got to 
pull prayer and action together toward a ministry of 
wholeness.’’ 

ECUMENICAL PATRIARCH Demetrios | of 
Constantinople (Istanbul), spiritual leader of world 

_ Orthodoxy, has urged a balance between theological 
concerns and ‘‘socio-political aims’’ in a letter to the 
World Council of Churches. 


He also observed that polarization between those 
who stress theology as the WCC’s main area of re- 
sponsibility and those pursuing socio-political goals 
constitute a ‘‘fundamental crisis’’ in the ecumenical 
movement. 


In 1973, several religious leaders, groups and 
denominations sought to address themselves to what 
has been called the ‘‘convergence’’ of social reform 
and _ spiritual renewal. 


DELEGATES TO an annual convention of the 
North Carolina Episcopal diocese were informed by 
~their bishop that social reform must remain an 
essential responsibility of the Church. But, Bishop 
Thomas Fraser Jr., said, ‘‘You cannot separate faith 
and works without destroying one or the other.’’ 


In calling a Social. Justice Convocation last 
September, Archbishop) William Baum _ of 
Washington, D.C., urged studies designed to make 
Church members aware of the Church’s position on 
the social dimensions of the Gospel. While urging 
‘‘awareness’’ of social problems, he also pointed 
to the ‘spiritual fulfillment of man’’ found in God. 


THERE HAS BEEN in the past few years an 
emphasis on evangelically-oriented movements— 
Key ‘73, the neo-Pentecostal movement, the Jesus 
People. And Pope Paul has decreed a Holy Year 
stressing evangelism in conjunction with the theme 
of the forthcoming World Synod of Bishops in 1974. 


At the same time, there are definite stirrings 
within the evangelical movements toward 
accommodation with the social ministry. 


Dr. Gabriel Fackre of Andover Newton Theologi- 
cal Seminary, Newton Centre, Mass., reflected this 
when he told a United Church of Christ conference 
last February that Christian evangelism is entering a 
new stage. 


HE SAID THAT in the 1950s evangelism centered 
on the individual’s religious development, and in the 
1960s on social activism. But he observed that today 
there is a combination of the quest for social justice 
and a growing awareness of the need for Gospel 
roots. 


Msgr. Jerome Boxleitner, who heads Catholic 
Charities in the St. Paul-Minneapolis archdiocese, 
epitomized this posture before the National 
Conference of Catholic Charities in October. While 
urging delegates to follow the NCCC’s lead and 
expand their commitment’ to social justice, he 
stressed ‘‘direct service’’ to people and a 
“theological base’’ as dual components of this 
commitment. 


He pointed out that ‘‘people in social action often 
burn out fast’’ and he called for strong devotion to 
the Holy Spirit ‘‘to give us strength.’’ 


A MOVEMENT THAT has been in the forefront of 
spiritual renewal in recent years, the charismatic 
renewal, has been searching for ways to involve its 
members in social action programs. 


The editors of New Convenant, a monthly journal 
of the Catholic charismatic renewal, produced two 
consecutive issues in late 1972 which dealt 
specifically with such involvement--or lack of it. An 
editor pointed out that a growing number of 
charismatic Christians ‘‘insist on the importance 
of...social action...as part of the overall mission.’’ 


Essentially, what is being called for today in 
religion is ‘a reconciliation between two difficult 
tasks--serving human beings as children of God and 
providing for them as citizens of the world. The 
challenge is timeless, yet awaiting solution in terms 
of modern imperatives and needs. 

Religious News Service 
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Children’s Masses given 
new ‘bold’ appearance 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
(RNS) — The new adap- 
tations for children’s Masses 
recently issued by the 
Vatican were described here 
as a “‘bold and far-reaching”’ 
effort to recognize the 
special needs of Christian 
children and provide them 
with a “full sharing‘: in the 
liturgy. 

Father Thomas Krosnicki, 
SVD, associate director of 
the Secretariat of the U.S. 
Catholic Bishops’ Committee 
on the Liturgy, described the 
new document, entitled 
“Directory for Masses with 
Children,’ as going far 
beyond anything produced 


thus far — a ‘‘thorough”’ 
effort. 

HE SAID the document 
proposes’ radical ac- 


commodations of the or- 
dinary rite of the Mass to the 
mentality and_ spiritual 
growth of small children, 
while retaining the principal 
parts and structures of the 
Mass. 

Made up of three chapters 
and 55 sections, the directory 
is intended as a supplement 
to the 1969 publication of the 
revised Roman Missal. 

Citing concern for the 


evidence of contemporary 
psychology, which ‘‘has 
established how profoundly 
children are formed-by the 
religious experience of in- 
fancy and early childhood,” 
the directory guidelines 
stress responsibility of 
parents, teachers, priests 
and others to children who 
cannot fully understand the 
teaching aspects of the adult 
liturgy but who should not be 
deprived of the opportunity 
of sharing in a com- 
prehensive celebration of the 
Mass. 


ACCORDING to Father * 


Krosnicki, the first chapter 
of the directory emphasizes 
that special Masses with and 
for children must parallel 
the adult celebration so that 
children make a_ gradual 
transition to regular Sunday 
Mass. 

He quoted the document as 
stating: 

“By baptizing infants, the 
Church expresses’ its con- 
fidence in the gifts received 
from this sacrament; thus it 
must be concerned that the 
baptized grow in communion 
with Christ and the brethren. 
Sharing in the Eucharist is 
the sign and the pledge of 


this very communion.” 


IN THE CASE of small 
children attending a Sunday 
Mass, the document makes 
the suggestion that the 
Liturgy of the Word be held 
in separate areas, but that 
both children and adults 
eome together for the 
Eucharist. 

Also; small roles can be 
given children in the more 
general service and some 
major simplifications might 
be allowed by the individual 
bishop, especially when most 
of the congregation is adult.

Newspaper collection means 
conservation, parish earnings

In all the talk about 
ecology, pollution, shortages 
and conservation, what are 
Catholics doing to conserve 
natural resources — God’s 
gifts to man? 

The new year is a good 
time to do something about 
these concerns, and an easy 
first step is to collect and sell 
used newspapers for 
recycling into newsprint. 

A used paper campaign 
not only helps conserve trees 
but can earn money for local 
parishes. 

EVERY PARISH is_ in- 
terested in raising money — 
that’s why we have fiestas. 
But a good paper drive, in a 
parish with 1,000 families, 
for example, could produce 
about $20,000 annually — 
much more than most yearly 
fiestas. 

In the San Diego area, 
between 8,000-9,000 tons of 
used newspapers’ are 
discarded every month and 
only about 2,000 tons are 
recycled — less than 20 per 
cent. 

An immediate goal could 
be 45 per cent and this could 
be achieved as an increasing 
number of parishes organize 
used paper campaigns. 

IN UPLAND, for example, 
St. Joseph’s parish has long 
had a permanent drive, 
collecting more than four 
tons every two months.

Collections at St. Joseph’s 
continue, encouraged by 
Father John _ Slattery, 
current pastor.

THE DIOCESAN Synod 
working reports for speak-up 
sessions probably could not 
have been printed were it not 
for recycled paper obtained 
from Garden State Fiber 
Co., Pomona, Calif. It has a 
de-inking process by which 
newsprint is manufactured 
from 100 percent old 
newspapers. 

Around the country last 
year more than 11 million 
tons of waste paper were 
recycled — saving 200 


million trees or 20 percent 
raw materials. If parishes 
and other communities work 
harder, more than 50 percent 
of all newsprint could be 
recycled — 
million trees.

HOW TO get rid of the 
mounting volume of solid 
waste is a major problem in 
most communities. Fifty 
percent of this waste comes 
from the tons of old 
newspapers discarded by 
families. 

In comparison, food or 
garbage accounts for 14 
percent of the total solid 
waste; metal and glass nine 
percent, wood four percent, 
plastics one percent and 
miscellaneous 13 percent. 

Many cities pay more than 
$20 a ton to collect and 
dispose of solid waste and 
the cost is rising steadily. 


THE FIRST step in a 
parish collection program is 
to publicize it in the church 
bulletin and elsewhere \so 
people can start saving old 
newspapers. 

An organized program 
should include specific areas 
to be covered by volunteer 
collectors, transportation 
available, dates of a con- 
centrated drive, parish depots 
where drops may be made 
and dry storage places. 

Papers should be tied in 
easy-to-handle bundles 
keeping out books, 
magazines, plastics, etc. 
Local dealers should be 
contacted to get the best 
price per ton — usually $20 
when delivered and $18 if 
picked up. 


A SIMPLE package is the 
common brown paper bag 
from stores. Newspapers 
filling one sack weigh ap- 
proximately 18 to 20 pounds.

I WILL BE CALLED JOHN 
by Lawrence Elliott. 
Digest Press, 
Dutton, New York. 338 pages 
$10. ; 

Anyone who has not yet 
read a biography of Angelo 
Giuseppe Roncalli will find 
Elliott’s book an easy and 
interesting introduction to 
the engaging personality 
that was Pope John XXIII. 

Pope John is a difficult 
subject for biography. He 
was a simple man, born of 
Italian peasant parents, who 
lived most of his life in 
relative ecclesiastical ob- 
scurity. Yet in the last five 
years of his long life, his 
warm, wise and loving 
personality took the world by 
surprise, jolted the status 
quo of the Church and caught 
the imagination and sym- 
pathy of people everywhere. 

Elliott approaches this 
dual problem of simplicity 
and complexity in a factual, 
straightforward manner. 
The book cannot be said to 
shed any startling new light 
on the life and actions of 
Roncalli, it nevertheless 
draws heavily on the late 
Pope’s own personal life of 
Roncalli, from Roncalli’s 
own viewpoint, and his 
public life as a_ boy, 
seminarian, priest, Vatican 
diplomat and. Pope as 
gathered from people who 
knéw him and from a wide 
reading of existing 
biographies.

One aspect that comes to 
the fore in this particular 
biography is the steady, 
abiding family devotion that 


- Pope John had toward all his 


relatives, 

By extension of this per- 
sonal sense of family, Pope 
John identified himself with 
all men. 

While it is to be regretted 
that only about the last 100 
pages, and those rather 
superficial, are devoted to 
the actual pontificate of 
Pope John, nevertheless this 
biography catches qualities 
of Angelo’ Roncalli’s 
character and personality, 
that make it a worthwhile 
pleasure to read. 


JESUS NOW by Malachi 
Martin. N.Y., E. P. Dutton & 
Co., Inc. 317 pages, $7.95. 


Martin’s impressive 
credentials and reputation 
will not be unduly enhanced 
by his latest work, described 
by his publishers as “a 
compelling statement (in 
some respects a theological 
breakthrough) of the action 
of Jesus of Nazareth in the 
lives of men and. women 
today.” 

The problem is that the 
author :does not really ac- 
complish this announced 
goal. 

Martin does do some other 
things, however. For 


example, he does give a 
panoramic, though not in- 
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frequently superficial, view 
of what he calls ‘‘defor- 
mations and false searches 
for Jesus.”’ His chapter on 
“The New Self’’ will strike 
responsive chords in the 
minds and hearts of many. 
But the book must be 
judged primarily on what it 
does not do — and it simply 
does not tell us-very much 
about Jesus in the lives of 
men and women today.
